Mr.  George  Scleshinger,  President  of  Kingston  Contracting,  Inc., 
protested  the  assessment  of  liquidated  damages  in  the  amount  of 
$28,500  for  delay  of  114  calendar  days. 

Mr.  Nothenberg  noted  that  137  days  had  been  allowed  as  unavoidable 
delay  which  took  into  consideration  the  bankruptcy  of  the  manufacturer. 

Mr.   Marty  Oilman,  Vice  President,   Kingston  Contracting,  Inc., 
requested  allowance  for  the  full  251  days  of  delay  because  in  addition 
to  the  bankruptcy,  there  had  been  a  fabrication  error  which  Mr,  Oilman 
said  resulted  from  the  city*s  drawings. 

Commissioner  Lee  stated  that  the  regular  procedure  is  that  the  City 
signs  off  on  the  concept  drawings,  however,  the  contractor  is 
responsible  for  verification  of  the  di mens  ions . 

Mr,   Bill  Webb,   Construction  Engineer,   Bureau  of  Engineering  and 
Construction  Management,  stated  that  following  discovery  of  the 
fabrication  error,  there  was  a  period  of  over  three  months  during 
which  there  was  no  activity  by  the  contractor  to  resolve  the  problem.

Mr .  Nothenberg  reported  that  the  building  under  consideration  had  been 
converted  from  garment  manufacturing  to  office  space.     The  regulations 
provide  a  credit  of  .17  for  manuf actur ing  {in  general ) .  The 
appeallant  seeks  to  have  the  fee  waived  by  establishment  of  a  new 
cl as sifi cation  of  garment  manuf actur  ing  with  a  1.0  for  1,0  credit. 

Three  alternatives  were  presented  for  consideration:   1)  that  the  fee 
be  assessed  at  the  .17  credit  factor;  or  2)  that  the  matter  be 
referred  to  staff  to  develop  a  new  classification  of  garment 
manufacturing  and  determine  an  appropriate  credit;  or  3)  that  the 
appellant  be  exempted  from  payment  of  the  fee.     Mr.  Nothenberg  said 
that  the  staff  recommendation,  and  that  of  the  City  Attorney ' s  Of f ice , 
is  to  uphold  the  current  ordinance. 

Mr.  James  W.  Funsten,  General  Partner,  140  Second  Street  Company, 
requested  a  continuance  of  the  hearing  because  under  the  ordinance  he 
is  due  10  days  after  receipt  of  the  City's  reply  and  only  5  days  have 
elapsed .     He  requested  that  s  taf f  produce  evidence  support  ing  the  .17 
credit ,  and  also  that  an  arrangement  be  made  to  accept  a  written 
promise  of  payment  and  to  allow  the  building  project  to  go  ahead . 

Pres ident  Flynn  directed  that  staff  furnish  the  requested  data  10  days 
prior  to  reschedul ing  for  Commiss  ion  consideration .

General  Information 

Reservoir  Storage 

The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula  Division  reservoirs  at 
the  end  of  April  amounted  to  23,7  billion  gallons  or  91.48%  of 
c apac i ty .     Thi s  is  1  ess  than  the  24,9  billion  gallons  and  96,0%  of 
capacity  in  storage  at  the  end  of  March.     For  the  Suburban  system  as 
a  whole ,  storage  amounted  to  68.3  billion  gallons  and  92.4%  of 
capacity  compared  to  70.2  billion  gallons  and  95,0%  of  capacity  at 
the  end  of  last  month. 

Housing  Authority 

The  Housing  Authority  continues  to  make  current  payments  in 
a  timely  fashion  and  to  meet  their  repayment  schedule.

HiRhlights 

Contrary  to  our  initial  expectations  of  a  fast  and  early  runoff.  Mother 
Nature  has  reversed  herself  and  has  been  most  cooperative.     The  unseasonably  high

O'Shaughnessy  were  stepped  up  to  2000  cfs  starting  on  April  12  and  were  further 
raised  to  3500  cfs  on  May  8.

Hetchy  personnel  have  started  work  on  the  development  of  a  long  term 
maintenance  and  replacement  schedule  for  all  Hetch  Hetchy  equipment  and 


temperatures  of  late  winter  and  early  spring  have  been  negated  by  a  very  mild 
May.     Accordingly,  the  spring  snowmelt  runoff  has  evolved  into  a  more  "normal"

Taxicab  Rates 

Mr.  Rudolf  Nothenberg,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  reported 
that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  a  20%  increase  in  taxi  fares. 
In  regard  to  the  paratransit  program,   staff  negotiated  an  8%  discount 
in  taxi  script.

Mr.  Nothenberg  reported  that  Congressman  Lehman  had  proposed 
Resolution  No.   4089,  which  would  prohibit  any  construction  of  any 
hydro  generating  facility  in  a  National  Park,     It  would  preclude  any 
further  extensions  of  0' Shaughnessy .     It  would  impair  our  ability  to 
replace  existing  facilities.     We  submitted  testimony  opposing  the 
bill .

Mr.   Nothenberg  noted  that  the  transit  projects  which  are  included  in 
the  1-280  Program  are  independent  of  the  proposal  to  remove  the 
freeway.

Reservoir  Storage 

The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula  Division  reservoirs  at 
the  end  of  May  amounted  to  22,8  billion  gallons  or  87,8%  of 
capacity.     This  is  less  than  the  23,7  billion  gallons  and  91,4%  of 
capacity  in  storage  at  the  end  of  April,     For  the  Suburban  sys tem  as 
a  whole,   storage  amounted  to  66.1  billion  gallons  and  89,5%  of 
capacity  compared  to  68,3  billion  gallons  and  92.4%  of  capacity  at 
the  end  of  last  month. 

East  Bay  Regional  Park  District 

The  General  Manager  of  the  PUC  and  Water  Department 
management  met  with  Regional  Park  management  and  staff  to  discuss 
several  issues  of  mutual  interest.     Land  management  and  land 
acquisition  issues  were  resolved  or  plans  for  follow-up  actions  by 
both  organizations  defined.     Following  the  meeting,   an  arrangement 
was  made  for  Water  Department  and  Park  personnel  to  coordinate 
activities  associated  with  the  Park's  program  for  testing  possible 
airborne  fire  fighting  capabilities. 

Transmission  Pipeline  Leak  Repairs 

During  the  week  of  May  12,   a  leak  developed  on  the  Cyrstal 
Springs  No,   2  transmission  pipeline  in  Brisbane.     The  pipeline 
delivers  water  to  University  Mound  Reservoir  for  distribution 
through  the  eastern  side  of  the  City,     The  leak  was  1  ocated  on  the 
section  of  pipeline  easement  as  it  passes  through  P.C^E.'s  Martin 
Service  Center.     The  location  of  the  leak  and  the  potential  for 
damage   in  that  area  required  that  extraordinary  measures  be  taken  to 
affect  repairs.     An  emergency  was  declared  and  an  emergency 
supplemental  prepared  to  cover  the  costs  associated  with  expediting 
the  work.

Another,  but  unassociated,   transmission  pipeline  leak 
developed  on  the  Sunset  Supply  Pipeline  during  the  week  o£  May  19, 
This  leak  was  located  in  Burlingame  and  cond  itions  at  the  site 
warranted  expeditious  repairs,   requiring  a  declaration  of  emergency 
and  preparation  of  an  emergency  supplemental.     Work  at  both  sites 
was  completed  by  Suburban  Division  personnel.

Highlights 

As  of  May  31,  1986  Ketch  Hetchy  Reservoir  was  still  32.5  feet  (62,080  acre- 
feet)  short  of  spilling.     It  was  anticipated  that  Hetch  Hetchy  would  commence 


Tuolumne  River  were  being  manipulated  in  order  to  minimize  the  effect  of  the 
instream  flows  upon  the  Kirkwood  Powerhouse  Addition  arid  Kirkwood  Powerhouse 
generation. 

Lake  Lloyd  was  predicted  to  fill  about  June  20.     As  mentioned  in  previous 
reports.  Lake  Eleanor  has  been  spilling  since  mid-February.     The  annual  helicopter 
patrol  of  all  115  and  230  kV  transmission  lines  was  completed  in  this  period. 
Nothing  out  of  the  ordinary  was  identified. 

Failure  at  Holm  Powerhouse 

At  approximately  5:A5  p.m.  on  Monday,  June  23,  both  units  at  Holm  Powerhouse 
went  off  line.     CO^  was  automatically  discharged  into  the  generator  housings  of 
both  units.     Once  the  air  quality  within  the  powerhouse  returned  to  acceptable 
levels,  it  was  determined  that  there  was  a  fault  in  the  stator  winding  of  Unit 
No.  2  and  that  the  excitor  rotor  in  Unit  No.   1  had  failed.     Crews  from  Early  Intake 
and  Moccasin  worked  straight  through  the  night  in  order  to  get  Unit  U\  back  on 
line  at  A:00  a.m.  Tuesday,  June  2A. 

Work  was  initiated  at  7:00  a.m.,  June  24  on  disassembling  Unit  //2  to 
evaluate  the  extent  of  the  damage.     On  Thursday,  June  26,  1986  representatives 


spilling  10,000  cfs  or  more  on  or  about  June  10.     Therefore,  releases  into  the 


from  two  vendors  qualified  to  repair  or  rebuild  the  units  and  our  consultants 
Sverdrup  &  Parcel  were  on-site  with  Hetch  Hetchy  personnel  assessing  the  damage. 

Fortunately,  this  accident  happened  as  the  snow  melt  runoff  into  Lake  Lloyd 
has  pretty  well  run  its  course.     Lake  Lloyd  started  spilling  late  Tuesday,  June  2A, 
but  the  inflow  is  down  to  only  850  cfs  from  a  peak  of  2950  cfs  on  June  2.  In 
anticipation  of  spilling,  Holm  Powerhouse  had  been  generating  at  capacity  since 
late  February.     From  here  on  out.  any  water  that  would  have  gone  through  Unit  if! 
will  be  kept  in  storage  in  Lake  Lloyd  until  Unit  //2  is  back  on  line.

RESALE  USE  WITH  LONG  TERM  CONTRACT 

The  San  Francisco  Water  Department  delivers  water  on  a 
wholesale  basis  to  30  water  agencies  (named  the  Suburban  Customers) 
outside  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,      In  1984,  the 
Department  and  its  Suburban  Customers  approved  a  Settlement 
Agreement  and  Master  Water  Sales  Contract  ("Agreement"),  This 
Agreement  resolved  litigation  pending  since  1974  and  established  a 
method  by  which  Suburban  Resale  rates  are  calculated  each  year.  As 
a  result  of  this  Agreement,   annual  rate  increases  and  decreases  for 
Suburban  and  City  customers  depend  upon  distribution  of  costs 
associated  with  serving  each  of  the  two  classes  of  customers.  The 
City  sets  the  wholesale  water  rates  to  recover  all  costs  associated 
with  providing  water  to  the  Suburban  Customers,  plus  a  rate  of 
return  on  all  debt  funded  assets  and  future  revenue  funded  assets. 

The  Agreement  also  establi  shes  a  balancing  account  to 
handle  Suburban  Customers '   underpayments  and  overpayments , 
Underpayments  and  overpayments  may  accumulate  when  variations  in 
weather  cause  actual  water  use  to  differ  from  the  projections  used 
to  set  prior  years'   water  rates,   or  when  expenses  attributable  to 
supplying  water  to  the  Suburban  Customers  differ  from  projected 
expenses.     The  Suburban  Resale  Balancing  Account  (Balancing  Account) 
is  also  affected  by  variations  between  projected  and  actual  dates  on 
which  new  capital  assets  begin  operation.     Due  to  a  combination  of 
the  above  factors,   there  is  currently  an  accumulated  overpayment  in 
the  Balancing  Account.     A  reduction  of  wholesale  water  rates  is  now 
required. 

Last  year,   (Fiscal  Year  1984-85)  the  City  deposited 
$3,557,042  into  the  Balancing  Account.      It  is  anticipated  that  the 
overpayment  for  this  current  year  (Fiscal  Year  1985-86)  will  be  an 
additional  $2,169,914.     This  will  bring  the  estimated  total  of  the 
Balancing  Account  to  $5,726,956  on  June  30,   1986,     The  proposed  rate 
decrease  will  return  the  first  $3,557,042  overpayment.  The 
Agreement  has  set  forth  a  detailed  methodology  for  factoring  the 
bal  ance  in  the  Balancing  Account  into  rates  set  for  each  year. 
Exhibit  E  of  this  document  shows  the  calculation  for  Fiscal  Year 
1986-87.     By  Agreement,   if  the  estimated  payment  exceeds  the 
Adjusted  Estimated  Suburban  Revenue  Requirement  by  more  than  two 
percent  (2%),   the  rates  must  be  reduced.     The  required  reduction  to 
Schedule  W-25:  Resale  Use  with  Long  Term  Contract  for  Fiscal  Year 
1986-87  is  14  percent. 
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Attached   are    Exhibits   A   through   E   which    illustrate    the  14 
percent   decrease   to   rates   and   charges   for   the  Suburban  Customers  and 
contain   the   following  information:

Customers  within  the  City  pay  for  water  at  retail  water 
rates.     These  rates  are  set  to  cover  the  costs  of  delivering  water 
to  the  City  and  distributing  it  to  each  customer.     The  current 
retail  water  rates  are  subsidized  by  the  Department's  other  income, 
such  as  interest  and  rentals.     These  combined  revenues  are

Reservoir  Storage 

The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula  Division  reservoirs  at 
the  end  of  June  amounted  to  21.6  billion  gallons  or  83.0%  of 
capacity.     This  is  less  than  the  22.8  billion  gallons  and  87.8%  of 
capacity  in  storage  at  the  end  of  May.     For  the  Suburban  system  as  a 
whole,  storage  amounted  to  64.2  billion  gallons  and  86.9%  of 
capacity  compared  to  66.1   billion  gallons  and  89.5%  of  capacity  at 
the  end  of  1 ast  month. 

Capital  Projects 

With  the  Finance  Bureau's  assistance,  the  Water  Department 
conducted  a  systematic  review  of  currently  open  capital  accounts. 
This  effort  received  greater  attention  than  in  previous  years  and 
resulted  in  clarification  of  project  status  and  the  closure  of 
sel ected  accounts  . 

American  Water  Works  Association  (AWWA)  Conference 

Art  Jensen  attended  tiiis  year's  AWWA  conference,  which  was 
held  in  Denver,  Colorado.     An  all  day  seminar  on  distribution  system 
rehabilitation  planning,  sponsored  by  the  AWWA  Research  Foundation, 
provided  valuable  information  for  assessing  the  condition  of 
facilities,  from  data  collection  and  record  keeping  through 
engineering  and  economic  analysis.     Art  also  attended  presentations 
on  current  water  quality  standards,  treatment  of  surface  water 
supplies,  water  conservation,  computer  mapping,  maintenance  programs 
and  system  automation.

President  Flynn  announced  that  the  Commission  met  in  executive 
session  immediately  prior  to  this  meeting  and  took  action  to  request 
the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  Improvement  Corporation  to  make 
funds  available  in  the  amount  of  ^410,000.00  in  payment  of  a  claim 
of  Stacy  &  Witbeck,   Inc.   regarding  contracts  MR-832  and  MR-833.

Report  of  the  General  Manager 
Hetch  Hetchy  Water  Releases 

Mr.  Rudolf  Nothenberg,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  reported 
that  while  one  of  the  units  at  Holm  Powerhouse  has  been  down  for 
repairs  the  other  unit  has  operated  24  hours  a  day  generating 
power.     The  amount  of  water  being  released  in  the  river  is 
approximately  the  same  as  would  have  been  released  under  ordinary 
circumstances,   except  that  it  is  spread  over  a  24-hour  period.  The 
rafting  community  does  not  have  as  much  water  in  the  river  during 
the  day  as  it  would  wish.     The  department  has  been  requested  to 
increase  the  releases  during  the  daytime  up  to  the  amount  which 
would  have  been  released  if  both  units  were  operating.  Our 
financial  exposure  would  be  approximately  $.5  million.  The 
department  informed  the  rafting  community  that  it  is  not  prepared  to 
make  such  releases. 

Water  Department  Property 

Mr,   Nothenberg  stated  that  under  "Proposition  13"  property  was 
assessed  at  its  1975  value  with  a  2%  increase  allowed  each  year. 
The  State  Legislature  made  two  exceptions:   the  first,  nonprofit  golf 
courses;   the  second,   for  property  owned  by  one  county  and  located  in 
another  county.     The  exceptions  allow  for  taxation  at  the  current 
fair  market  value.     The  Water  Department  has  been  paying  taxes  under 
protest,   calculated  at  the  fair  market  value.     The  District  Court  of 
Appeals  in  Los  Angeles  held  that  the  section  covering  golf  courses 
is  unconstitutional.     Since  the  out-of -county  provision  is  in  the 
same  section,   the  City  has  filed  a  request  for  equalization  asking 
that  the  ruling  which  was  applied  to  the  golf  course  be  applicable 
for  our  properties  as  well.     The  difference  is  about  $.5  million  per 
year .

A  Metro  maintenance 
f acil ity  was  considered  for  7th  and  Townsend  St r eets ,     The  E-Line 
would  use  the  same  trackage  from  4th  and  Townsend,   along  The 
Embarcadero  and  continue  north  of  Market  Street  to  Fisherman  Wharf , 
The  Market  Street  Project  proposes  to  continue  the  use  of  trackage 
on  Market  Street  for  the  F-Line  using  old  trolley  cars.     The  F-Line 
would  also  use  the  E-Line  trackage  to  the  northeast  waterfront . 

The  Mission  Bay  Project  environmental  impact  report  includes  an 
alternat ive  which  would  extend  the  light  rail  project  further  into 
the  Mission  Bay  area  using  11th  Street  as  a  transit  street .     Th is 
would  require  new  vehicles.     The  Municipal  Railway  feels  that  it  is 
important  to  have  a  maintenance  facility  located  at  the  end  of  the 
line .     Funds  for  the  study  are  available  from  SB 1750,  which  is  state 
assistance  to  connect  regional  and  local  transit .

Highlights 

Water  levels  began  to  decline  and  we  entered  into  the  draw  down  period 
at  Hetch  Hetchy  in  mid  July.     Repairs  at  Holm  Powerhouse  have  been  proceeding 
basically  on  schedule. 

The  Operations  staff  has  been  heavily  involved  in  support  of  the 
contractor  conducting  the  repair  and  rewind  of  the  Holm  Powerhouse  units.  In 
addition,  many  other  related  activities  previously  planned  for  the  shutdown 
originally  scheduled  this  fall  were  being  expedited  to  insure  that  the  work 
could  be  completed  in  parallel  with  the  contractors.     Where  this  is  not 
feasible  due  to  equipment  procurement  or  contracting  constraints  we  are 
undertaking  activities  with  our  Operations  forces  that  will  facilitate  future 
work  and  minimize  the  need  for  future  shutdowns. 

Hetch  Hetchy  Water  Release 

With  one  of  the  units  at  Holm  Powerhouse  down  for  repairs  the  other  unit 
has  been  operated  24  hours  a  day  generating  power.  The  amount  of  water  being 
released  in  the  river  is  approximately  the  same  as  would  have  been  released 
under  ordinary  circumstances,  except  that  it  is  spread  over  a  2A-hour  period. 
The  rafting  community  does  not  have  as  much  water  in  the  river  during  the  day 
as  it  would  wish.     The  department  has  been  requested  to  increase  the  releases 


during  the  daytime  up  to  the  amount  which  would  have  been  released  if  both 
units  were  operating.     After  a  number  of  meetings  between  Department  staff 
and  representatives  of  the  rafting  community,  the  Sierra  Club,  Friends  of  the 
River  and  Cal  Trout,  an  accommodation  has  been  reached  at  a  lower  flow  level. 
In  seven  out  of  ten  hydrological  years  the  rainfall  in  the  next  year  will  be 
such  that  there  will  be  no  net  loss  to  the  City  caused  by  this  release.

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department, 
the  average  daily  delivery  of  water  to  the  Water  Department  for  the  months 
of  June  and  July  remained  at  300  mgd. 


Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  June,  Moccasin,  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  and  Dion  R.  Holm 
Powerhouses  generated  ^2.819,  58.618,  and  90.592  million  kilowatt  hours 
respectively,  for  a  total  of  192.029  million  kilowatt  hours,  having  a  value 
in  excess  of  $6,900,000.     The  monthly  total  generation,  resulting  from  better 
than  average  hydrological  conditions,  allowed  the  department  to  make  energy 
sales  to  some  of  its  industrial  customers.     This  is  30X  more  kilowatt  hours 
than  was  generated  last  year  due  to  the  change  in  water  conditions. 

During  the  month  of  July.  Moccasin.  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  and  Dion  R.  Holm 
Powerhouses  generated  4^.817.  60. 470, and  52.475  million  kilowatthours. 
respectively,  for  a  total  of  157.762  million  kilowatt  hours,  having  a  value 
in  excess  of  $5,300,000.     As  a  result  of  an  unscheduled  outage  of  a  generating 
unit  at  Holm  Powerhouse,  the  monthly  total  generation  is  27.  less  than  the 
kilowatt  hours  generated  last  year.
